A PLEA FOR CUBA. 


Dispatches state that considerable 


uneasiness prevails in political cir- 
cles in New York, in consequence of 
certain exciting rumors in regard to 
•what is alleged to be the policy de- 
termined upon by the Government 
•with reference to Cuba. The rumor 
is that notice has been given to the 
Spanish Government by our own to 
the effect that if the fighting in Cuba 
be not ended by the 1st of January 
nest the United States will recognize 
the insurgens as belligerents. 
It is 


further predicted—upon what au- 
thority does not appear—that (he 
President's message to the next Con- 
gress will deal with this subject. 


Seven years ago, on the 1st inst., a 


revolution 
commenced 
in Cuba, 


•which continues, in spite of the most 
energetic efforts of Spain. 
Without 


arms, discipline, or generals, the in 
surgents have maintained themselves 
against forces superior in number 
and provided with all the appoint- 
ments of modern warfare. We who 
Are celebrating the anniversaries of 
•our fathers' heroism, may certainly 
look with admiration upon this later 
struggle for independence, waged 
against a foe compared to whom our 
fathers' enemies were angels of mer- 
cy . Surely it is not creditable to a 
Oovernment 
which boasts of its 


.sympathy with freedom, to allow a 
•war, without pity and without quar- 
ter, carried on against a people whoso 
•only offence is the attempt to imitate 
the example of the United States. 
Neither is it honorable in a people 
.and press profuse of sympathy with 
xepublics where such sympathy is 
worthless as a moral force, to refrain 
from a vigorous manifestation of 
opinion in favor of a young and val- 
iant republic whom we have in our 
power to place among the nations. 
Had France looked upon the Ameri- 
can Revolution with the same indif- 
ference that America shows toward 
the Cuban, it is more than doubtful 
if the British yoke had been over 
thrown. It is a sad commentary on 
Republican fervor, if engrossed by 
material interests, we shrink from 
•doing, out of humanity, what a 
Bourbon King did out of jealousy 
and revenge. Very likely the recog- 
nition of Cuban independence would 
lead to a war with Spain; possibly 
entailing a heavy loss of life. 
But 


what American worthy of the name 
would not prefer that his country 
should once more offer up her sons 
on the alter of Freedom, than that 
this diabolical strife should continue; 
turning fruitful lands into a desert, 
and mingling the blood of women 
and children with that of slaughtered 
prisoners? 
Compromise after a war 


of seven years duration is impossible 
under any condition of history; and 
to propose it to a people maddened 
by every atrocity of which tyranny 
is capable; is simply childish. By 
independence alone can the peace 
and liberty of Cuba be secured. The 
massac:e at the Villanneva theatre, 
the black flag odor of Valmaseda, the 
murder of the medical students, and 
the unnumbered executions of de- 
fenceless prisoners, mark a chasm 
between 
Spain 
and 
her 
colony 


which smooth words must utterly 
fail to bridge over. And in order 
that such occurrences may cease, and 
the "Queen of the Antilles" fulfill 
her just aspirations, it is our duty to 
peaceably yet firmly demand of Spain 
tor retirement from the scene of her 
former despotism; and thus renew, 
in deeds as well as words, the spirit 
of '76.

MURK SUBSIDIES. 


The project of getting the gov- 


ernment to subsidize the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, in the same way 
that it subsidized the Union and 
Central Pacific Railroads, seems to 
have not yet been abandoned. And 
it is more than likely that during the 
coming session of Congress a deter- 
mined effort will be made by the 
managers of the Central Pacific to 
induce the members to vote an im- 
mense pile of tho people's money 
into the capacious pockets of a few 
men who have 
already 
become 


wealthy by means of similar enter- 
prises. We object to any more sub- 
sidies. The people have built too 
many railroads already, for private 
individuals to run and own, charg- 
ing exorbitant rates for freight and 
passenger 
traffic, 
and oppressing 


those who have the true manhopd to 
expose and denounce such unwar 
ranted assumption of authority. The 
government has better use for the 
money contributed for its support, 
than to generously donate it to a few 
men who owe it all they now possess. 
The Southern Pacific is to all intents 
and purposes the same as the Central 
Pacific. It is owned and controlled 
by the same parties. They have re- 
ceived sufficient money and land to 
build six or eight different lines, and 
if they want another railroad let 
them build out of the profits made 
from the money that has been given 
them up to this time. We say thcro 
has been enough money from the 
national treasury. 
If more be voted 


it will not be impossible to conjec- 
ture the situation America will pre- 
sent 
before 
another 
decade has 


passed. 
This great country will 


have been absorbed bj corporate 
power and influence. 


ONE BY ONE. 


For a long time the question of a 


tunnel under the Straits of Dover to 
connect England nrid France has 
been agitated. In our news items of 
yesterday was a statement that this 
week actual work will be begun on 
this great enterprise. A shaft will 
be sunk ene hundred meters deep 
near Calais, and from this the tunnel 
will commence. If this proves a 
success it will be another triumph of 
engineering. 


To tunnel the Alps, to lay a cable 


across the Atlantic, or to build u 
trans-continental railroad were for a 
long time thought to be so extrava- 
gant and stupendous that any who 
spoke of them were laughed at, yet 
we see the realization of them before 
us. So one by one the apparent im- 
possibilities fall before the resistless 
mind of man. But so far the utiliz- 
ing of baloons so that men can travel 
whithersoever they will is a problem 
that baffles the smartest mechanic. 
Yet we doubt not a inachiue will bo 
invented which will obey man, and 
even the fitful atmosphere do his 
bidding. Things as wonderful as 
this have been done, and this will 
also succumb to the intelligence of 
man. 


JUDGE BOBEMAN, of the Third Dis- 


trict. Court of Utah, delivered a 
charge to the Grand Jury in Salt 
Lake City in which he particularly 
instructed the jury to indict every 
leader, proclaimer or instructor in 
polygamy, as these persons have 
used every known means of prevent- 
ing its punishment; they teach and 
practice it and then deny it in Court. 
The Judge said polygamy is a loath- 
some ulcer, a degrading crime, not 
emanating from religion, and fit only 
for the dark days of civilization, 
causing the Mormons to feel bitter 
hostility to free schools. 
Tho Uni- 


ted States ha* no bitterness against 
the Mormons, and desires to see 
them prosper, except as to polygamy, 
the union of church and State, blood 
atonement and the like, 
are the 


things to which the Government is 
opposed. The Mormons fight against 
forty millions of people. 
The Gov- 


ernment is now in earnest, and the 
people must realize this fact. Po- 
lygamy has existed so long solely by 
the forebearance and generosity of 
the Government, which the Mormons 
will some day acknowledge as their 
truest friend. Judge Boreman means 
every word he sa^s. in connection 
with this matter, and deserves the 
endorsement of the press and people 
throughout 'the country.

TO EUREKA BY RAIL. 


Tho Eureka and Palisade narrow- 


gauge railroad was completed to 
Euvoka last Thursday evening amid 
general demonstrations of joy on the 
part of the citizens, who had assem- 
bled at the depot grounds to witness 
the driving of the last spike and wel- 
come the advent of the iron horse. 
Owing to a number of delays in the 
delivery of iron, the road was not 
completed to the point intended, 
bnt as the track-layers appeared upon 
the depot grounds tho ladies and 
gentlemen present organized an im- 
promptu meeting, and elected Geo. 
W. Baker Chairman. Congratula- 
tory addresses were made by Hon. 
George W. Cassidy, Hon. Thomas 
Wren, Major John Dennis and oth 
ers. Flags were diuplayed through- 
out the town. Salutes were fired, 
and a general holiday appearance giv- 
en to the town. As the locomotive 
drew in sight with the passenger cars 
and 
construction 
trains, 
it was 


greeted with deafening cheers, and 
amid the shouts of the people con- 
gregated on the grounds, and the 
screeching of the locomotive and f ur- 
naco whistles, a cordial welcome was 
given by the great East to the iron 
stranger. The road just completed 
is about ninety miles in length, and 
is owned principally by Edgar F. 
and D. O. Mills, of California. 
The 


construction of the road has involved 
an outlay of about $1,000,000, all of 
which has be«m borne by the above 
gentlemen without asking any aid or 
subsidies from the counties which it 
traverses. 
The completion of the 


rdad is looked upon as one of the 
most auspicious occasions occurring 
in the history of the young common- 
wealth, and Eureka now extends an 
invitation to tho world to come and 
visit her mines and view the wealth 
of the great East. 


THE COAISTOCK SITUATION. 


The stock market has been fluctu- 


ating during the week. The marked 
upward tendency of the earlier part 
of the week soon fell into a decline, 
which continued generally till yes- 
terday morning, when prices stif- 
fentd a little. They declined, how- 
ever, again toward evening, with 
certain very well-known exceptions.

The fact mentioned 
last woek that the mining men seemed 
to be holding the market back is still

and significant.

There is, 
moreover, an increased activity on 
the Comstock. The water in the Car- 
son is iucreosiug, the mills are drop- 
ping more of their stamps, and a great 
many more trains are now run over 
the 'Virginia and Trnckee Railroad 
daily than one month ago. 
This 


increased business is not alone due 
to ore shipments, but also to the 
business done by merchants and the 
community generally. 


There 
are 
more and 
better 


strikes than were ever known before, 
and bnt for the fact that the market 
is depressed there would be more yet 
made, for more crosscuts would be 
run where indications are such as to 
warrant good developments, 
Bnt 


the mining companies do not care to 
muko developments when the market 
cannot be relied on for a merited 
response.—Enterprise of yesterday.

CINNAJJAH. — We were yesterday 


shown a very handsome specimen of 
cicnabar, says the Enterprise, from a 
mine recently discovered near the 
eastern base of the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains, at a point about five miles 
west of Huffaker's Station, Truokee 
Meadows. 
The sample was taken 


from a depth of but three or four feet 
below the surface. It is not a solid 
mass of ore, but is a piece of gangue 
coated on all sides with red sulphu- 
ret of mercury, some of which occurs 
in pure and handsome crystals, A 
tunnel has been started which will 
tap the deposit at a depth of about 
forty feet below the croppings. The 
cinnabar appears to fill the crevices 
of the rock in which it is found, and 
as it is very fine and bright, it is 
hoped that a large deposit may be 
found. A large and productive quick 
silver mine would be a grand thing 
for the mining interests of the conn- 
try. 
We are informed that claims 


are being staked off for a distance of 
two or three miles on each side of 
the original discovery—as far, in 
fact, as the belt of rock can be traced 
in which the cinnabar is found.
